Its cost is estimated 
at £200,000 ; and the money has been raised by the sale, as

£1000 each, and those on the second at £500 each, Two 
thousand sittings have been already disposed of. The building 
will be erected under the direction of a provisional committee, 
ef which the Prince of Wales is chairman ; and the manage- 
ment of the ball, when complete, is to be vested in a governing 
body under the authority of a Royal charter. 

Such is the intended structure, the foundation-stone of 
which was laid by the Queen on Monday last. Her Majesty’s 
subjects regard with no common pleasure and satisfaction the 
fact of her having taken, as was due, the foremost part in this 
ceremsnial, They rejoice to see her once more sanctioning by 
her presence, and assisting by her active and public presidency» 
enterprises which owe their origin to the far-seeing wisdom 
the hearty sympathy, and the untiring perseverance of he” 
lamented husband. Among other services for which thi 
eountry is indebted to his genius must be classd the 
eonception of the purpose to which this building will 
be consecrated. Quoting the language of his Royal Highness 
the Prince of Wales, “it forms a prominent feature in the 
scheme contemplated by my dear father for perpetuating the 
success of that Exhibition by providing a common centre of 
union for the various departments of science and art.” It 
will certainly constitute the most appropriate memorial of 
the Prince Consort’s public life and labours; nor can we be 
surprised at the wish expressed by her Majesty in her reply 
to the address presented to her on the occasion, that “ this 
hall should bear his name to whom it will have owed its 
existence, and be called ‘The Royal Albert Hall of Arts and 
Sciences,’ ”’ 

The ceremony which was observed on Monday last, the 
social splendour which illuminated it, and the objects to which 
it was intended to serve as a brilliant introduction, naturally 
recall the vast changes which have been effected in the 
thought and feeling of this nation by the influence of Prince 
Albert’s felicitous example. Elevated to a position which 
exposed him to many perils, and which he accepted with a 
deep sense of personal responsibility, he thoughtfally, and 
with rare intuition, traced out for himself the sphere in which 
he would employ, for the benefit of his adopted country, the 
great qualities and singular advantages he 
We all know how he bore himself in that 
how modestly, disinterestedly, courteously, and yet with 
what determination of purpose, untiring energy, and 
unwavering persistence. Justice was but scantily done to his 
efforts during his lifetime, and the English people hardly 
knew the worth of such a man in such a position until they 
lost him. Nevertheless, his name is written in imperishable 
characters on their hearts, and every succeeding year reveals 
more distinctly and fully the foresight with which he worked, 
We are but witnessing now, and we are destined to witness 
more completely as the years roll on, how entirely the mind of 
Prince Albert entered into, and eventually moulded, the mind 
of the community which his virtues did so much to adorn, 
and how many of the projects of the present day are but the 
outcome of those ideas, and tastes, and desires, and purposes 
which once filled the soul of that wise and beneficent Prince. 
The Great Exhibition of 1851, of which the primary idea was 
the fruit of his genius, while it reflected great credit on the 
industrial skill and manufacturing ingenuity of Englishmen, 
revealed also their deficiency in the sense and cultivation of 
artistic beauty. Between the memorable day when its doors 
weie thrown open to the publie and the simple but stately 
pageant of Monday last, what a wonderful advance has been 
made towards a higher appreciation of the poetry capable of 
being expressed by design, form, and colour, and what a wide 
diffusion through all grades of society of that taste which 
demanés and can recognise in the common articles of daily life 
the subtle and potent charm which grace adds to utility! 
Doubtless, there is still room for vast improvement; but a 
comparison of the msthetic susceptibilities of our countrymen 
now with what they were then will show how incalculable 
was the stimulating influence which was brought to bear upon 
them by that felicitously-conceived undertaking. 

It was natural that the same mind which had projected the 
first great experiment in this direction should be anxious to 
give a permanent embodiment to the design which it illus- 
trated, and that in reference to the highest ends which that 
design was intended to promote an institution which should 
last for agea might perpetuate the good work which had been so 
auspiciously begun. Into the controversies which the attempt 
to carry out this idea started into life it is not our purpose to 
enter. They were, and are, accidental and temporary only ; they 
detract nothing from the dignity or the worth of the grand 
conception which they have tended for awhile to obscure, 
How far the Hall of Arts and Sciences will succeed in giving 
effect to the end as first contemplated remains to be seen, 
Under wise management it may become a central temple emi- 
nently adapted to stimulate reverence for the true and the 
beautiful in Nature and Art, And this, we trust, is the 
destiny which awaits it. 

It is matter for the liveliest congratulation that everything 
concurred to make the ceremonial of laying the foundation- 
stone of the Royal Albert Hall of Arts and Sciences impressive 
as well as delightful. There followed, it is true, an ungenial 
afternoon ; but in respect of the special purpose of the day 
all things combined to throw around it an air of the warmest

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 


FRANCE, 
(Frem our own Correspondent.) 
Paris, Thursday, May 22, 

Forr ont of the half score of Royal personages who have been 
recently honouring Paris with their company have taken their 
departure from this city, which is just now attracting crowned heads 
from all parts of the compass, The Prince of Wales and the Duke 
of Edinburgh left on Sunday, and Prince Oscar of Sweden and the 

een of Portugal a few days afterwards. The King and Queen of 
the Belgians remain for about ten days longer. The Paris papers 
make constant announcements of further anticipated Royal and 
Imperial visits, and according to their statements the Emperor of 
Russia is to be here in time for the Grand Prix de Paris, which is run 
for on the 2ad proximo; the King of Prussia is expected to ac- 
company him, but of this the chroniqueurs are not quite certain. 
The King of Italy is to arrive a few days afterwards, and is to be 
followed by the Emperor of Austria, while the Viceroy of Egypt is 
expected early next week. In July, according to these announce- 
ments, we are to have, moreover, both the Sultan of Turkey and the 
Shah of Persia, The Emperor has commanded a grand performance 
at the Opera on June 6, which the crowned heads then at Paris are 
to honour with their company. Only guests regularly invited by 
the Minister of the Imperial Household will be present on the 
occasion. 

At the ball given by Earl and Countess Cowley, on Friday last, 
in honour of the Prince of Wales and the Dake of Edinburgh, the 
Emperor and Empress of the French were present, together with the 
King and Queen of the Belgians and other er and distinguished 
foreigners now in Paris, including, of course, all the foreign Ambas- 
sadors. The Emperor and Empress arrived shortly after eleven, 
when the Imperial quadrille was at once formed, the Prince 
of Wales having the Empress for his partner, the Duke of 
Edinburgh and the Queen of the Belgians being vis-a-vis 
with them. The remainder of the set was composed of Prince 
Joachim Murat and Princess Eugénie of Leuchtenberg, and Lord 
Royston and the Duchess of Manchester. Although the company 
present was very numerous, it was nevertheless of the most select 
character. Still it was considered necessary to engage the services 
of no less than forty detectives of the French police, who were not 
only attired in strict evening costumes, but were liberally decorated 
with ribbons and orders that their true character might not be sus- 
pected. The supper was served in the long gallery, and shortly after 
it had commenced the Duke of Edinburgh's Scotch piper, dressed in 
full Highland costume, marched into the room, playing lustily on 
his bagpipes. The guests are said to have been charmed by the 
surprise which this incident created ; but we fancy that it was only 
the very small number among them who came from north of the 
Tweed who could have felt particularly gratified at the exhibition. 
Highland music may be very well among the mountains, but is 
certainly out of place in the salons of Paris, ; 

On Saturday a ball was given at the Tuileries, at which the same 
distinguished guests were present. The Prince of Wales again 
danced with the Empress. On Sunday Princess Mathilde had a 
grand reception, which was attended by the King and Queen of ths 
Belgians, the Grand Duchess Marie of Russia, Princess Clotilde, <c. 
Among the general company were the first Siamese Ambassador and 
his wife, the latter attired in a gorgeous robe, richly embroidered 
with gold. She is extremely small in stature, has very little hands 
and feet, and, although she is forty years of age and a grandmother, 
looks remarkably young. 

A grand dinner is given to-day to the King and Queen of the 
Belgians by M. Hausmann, Préfet of the Seine, atthe Hotel de Ville, 
A reception is to take place afterwards. 

The committee on the reorganisation of the army bill have 
agreed with the Government that the effective force for the current 
year shall be fixed at 800,000 men, and that for the future the 
annual contingent shall be voted by the legislative bodies, The 
amount for the present year for exemption from military service has 
been fixed at 2500f., in lieu of 3000f., originally proposed by the 
Government. 

Marshal Bazaine, returned from Mexico, has taken his seat in the 
Senate; and Marshal M‘Mahon, Governor of Algeria, has arrived ia 
Paris, and had a private audience of the Emperor in references, it is 
said, to some new organisation of the army in that colony, : 

The French ironclad squadron at Cherbourg is about to set sail, 
we are told, to Cronstadt, to invite the Russian fleet to a rendezvons 
at Cherbourg on the occasion of a grand maritime féte which is about 
to be given at that port.

From a post- 
va = Ae examination which has been made of the remains, it would 
appear that the death of the deceased had not arisen from natural 
causes, The affair is causing much excitement over here.

In the Senate, on Tuesday, the bill for the assumption of a portion 
of the Pontifical debt came on for discussion. Signor Farini pointed 
out the unsatisfactory condition of the finances, and urged the 
Government to devise a plan for the conversioa of the public debt. 
Signor Scialoja, the late Finance Minister, showed that such con- 
version was impoesible in the present state of the treasury. The 
Minister of Public Worship justified the course taken by the Govern- 
ment with regard to the Pontifical debt.

THE CAPE OF GOOD HOPE.

BANGEOK, THE CAPITAL OF SIAM, 
A TWELVYEMONTH upon the death of one of the two brother 
Kings who jointly reigned over Siam, we published both their por- 
traita and gave some account of the improvements made in that 
country under their rule. We now present a View of the capital 
city, Bangkok, and an Illustration of the Royal barge on the river 
Meinam, Before that city. Bangkok, which has a population of 
half a million, mostly Chinese, is situated thirty miles from the 
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mouth of the river. The front part of the town, indeed, is actually , 
afioat on the river, along both banks of which, for three or four miles, | 
are moored eight or ten ranges of wooden houses, built on rafts 
of bamboo, fastened to piles driven into the bottom of the river. 
Each of these houses is usually 20 ft. or 30 ft. in length, and of an 
oblong shape, consisting of three or four rooms upon one floor ; the 
central apartment is open in front, to serve as a shop, with a covered 
platform before it, on which the goods are displayed for sale.

AGAIN has the Reform debate produced oratory of a remark- 
able order, Those who were fortunate enough to be in the 
House of Commons on Monday night had the gratification of 
listening to a couple of speeches of a diametrically opposite 
nature, but both of an intellectual character, and each 
adorned with what the speakers respectively regard as the 
best ornaments of rhetoric. The orators were Mr. Lowe and 
Mr. Mill. Theirsubjects were different, for one had to protest 
against all that we have been doing, the other to incite us to 
do a great deal more. Diverse in their aim and in their 
manner, the speakers had one thing in common. Both failed 
in inducing the House of Commons to do what was urged 
upon it. 

The third clause of the Reform Bill brought up Mr. Lowe 
with an elaborate and emphatic warning, the key note of 
which was that the country was about to be ruined by the 
proposed legislation, The honourable member had up to that 
time been apparently aiding the House to mature the work 
in hand, He had even been claimed by some of the Liberal 
journals as the returned prodigal. But the last great 
manceuvre—that by which the difficulty in the case of the 
compeund householder had been met by Mr, Disracli's 
accepting the proposal to do away with the compounding 
system—had been too much for Mr. Lowe. He saw 
household suffrage menacing him with all its terrors, and 
he rose to pronounce the words of warning. Not the 
most bigoted of his antagonists can say that he failed to do 
justice to his own views, He declared that the Commons, 
yielding in ashameful way to external influences, were passing 
a measure of the last importance without trying to under- 
stand, without deigning to inquire, what were to be its con- 
sequences, We talked of figures last year, now we wore 
above figures. We had resolved to intrust political power 
to the poor and to the ignorant, yet, those classes had 
no politics, but they would soon acquire politics, and 
these would be Socialistic, It would be very easy to 
teach the milliens that they had power and that they could 
use it for selfish purposes, They would soon comprehend 
their strength, and they would at once exercise it by altering 
the system of taxation, and if they did not directly remove all 
taxes from themselves and throw them on the wealthier 
classes they would advance towards that object by substitut- 
ing direct for indirect taxation, and thus make property pay 
for all. But they would proceed on a broader principle. Why 
should they hold the National Debt sacred? It was incurred 
by Parliaments in which they were not represented, and for 
objects of which they disapproved, The debt would be sum- 
marily dealt with. Then, the recent conduct of the artisan 
class showed that they had no true ideas of political economy ; 
and, at no distant date, those to whom we are flinging 
power would legislate for increase of wages, short hours of 
work, and would make it necessary to resort to the old shift of 
protection, It might be that gentlemen hoped by bribery to 
counteract this mischievous tyranny ; but what sort of a hope 
was that, and what would be the condition of Parliaments 
composed of men who had obtained seats as the delegates of 
the poor and the ignorant, who had been bribed to elect them? 
Then, eloquently depicting the present proud position of the 
gentlemen of England, he adjured them not to fling away all 
that they had been gaining for ages, in exchange for the 
sacrifice of which nothing of equivalent value was offered, 
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Pace was the warning of the Cassandra of Calne, It was 
pressive as it came from the accomplished orator, In a 
few minutes honest Mr, Henley had answered it fon the 
common-sense point of view, and in a few terse words. The 
masses had been told from the Throne over and over again 
that the franchise must be extended, and we could not refuse 
to pay the claims we had acknowledged, Whatever we might 
apprehend for th - 
PP or the future, it was most conservative to prevent 
the pot from boiling until it overflowed, So though

of delicacy in saying that memories to which he himself has 
made a tender, but a public, reference must have been with 
him when he composed that earnest, condensed, and polished 
“ppeal on behalf of woman's claim to a share in man’s work. 
Mr. Mill has never, to our mind, spoken so well as on Monday. 
Assuredly, no speech of his has ever been marked by such a 
display of power to array his arguments in all the fasci- 
nations of subtle thought. His very epithets were pleas. 
His epigrams took the place, not of ornament, but of 
link in the chain of reasoning. We should be disre- 
spectful to him, after his effort to show how worthy are women 
of the right to vote, and how desirous they are for such right, 
did we, by an attempt to summarise his magnificent speech, 
imply that it would not be read from end to end by those for 
whom he defied the prejudices of a hostile yet admiring 
assembly, We have not often to tell ourreaders that they will 
do themselves a wrong if they fail to peruse a Parliamentary 
oration ; but we emphatically tell them so in regard to Mr, 
Mill's speech on behalfof woman, We are unacquainted with 
any modern address in which the entire subject has been so 
exhaustively treated, and we doubt whether there is any modern 
orator who would bestow upon an address the patient and loving 
thought which enabled Mr, Mill to make every point that 
could be made for his clients, He anticipated all the 
objections, and met them all; and then, trampling over the 
slain, he advanced to the attack, and demanded that woman 
should have a right to protect herself against wrongs which 
her so-called protector either practised upon her or 
refused to redress. We could scarcely expect novelty 
of argument on a matter which has been occupying 
writers and speakers for years; but Mr, Mill's genius 
suggested a new and a powerful plea, and we think 
it deserves to be heeded. Woman is no longer the mere 
plaything of man ; she is his companion, friend, counsellor. 
If we debar her of the right to elevate herself to his intel- 
lectual level, she will infallibly draw him down to hers. We 
can no longer get away from her and seek our friendships in 
male society only, as heretofore ; therefore let us raise her to 
be our equal in knowledge of the higher duties, Are these 
arguments to be met with worn-out banter? There are 
arguments on the other side, and we do not seck to impress 
upon readers that they are bound to be convinced by 
Mr, Mill; we are not unmindful that, both on social 
and on theological grounds, many strong things may be said 
in opposition to his views; but we say that Mr, Mill has 
once for all lifted the claim of woman into an atmosphere 
worthy of her, and they show small reverence for her who 
seek to bring the subject back into the regions of common- 
place and flippancy. We have to add, of course, that after a 
few of the weakest remarks that ever followed a great 
Parliamentary effort, and amid the silence of real statesmen, 
Mr. Mill's motion was rejected by a large majority in a small 
House, But the echoes of that speech will endure.

of turret-ships exhibited by Admiral Halstead, and in inspectin 
the admirable collection of models of ships of war contribu 
by the Admiralty. When they were thus engaged, the Duke seemed 
to take special pleasure in pointing out to the Emperor and 
Empress the various ships in which he had himself sailed. When 
this inspection was over the party went on board the barge moored 
off the quay where the Admiralty men-of-war’s boats and Messrs. 
Searle’s racing-gigs and pleasure-boats are exhibited. The Empress 
took especial notice of the latter, and purchased one of the canoes 
which Mr. M‘Gregor has rendered famous under its name of Rob 
Roy, together with a handsome Ya tees skiff, most luxuriously 
fitted up in all its On Monday morning the Emperor and 
Empress again visited the British Marine Exhibition, and occupied 
themselves in examining Kynaston’s and Clifford's boat-lowering 
apparatuses.

st the extremity of the British section of the Exhibition, and 
adjoining the machine-gallery, the various British colonies make 
their modest display. Canada, South Australia, Queensland, Victoria, 
Nova Scotia, Natal, the Cape of Good Hope, the Bahamas, the 
Mauritius, and even Malta are here represented. Canada, as we 
have already mentioned, exhibits specimens of timber in the form 
of a series of rude-looking columns, some of which are a couple of 
feet square, and which extend from one end of the Canadian 
court to the other (see the Engraving).

THE QUEEN LAYING THE FIRST STONE OF THE 
ROYAL ALBERT HALL, 

HER Majesty the Queen in person laid, on Monday last, the first 
stone of the Hallet Arts and Sciences, to be built at Kensington. This 
edifice, henceforth named the Royal Albert Hall, will stand on the 
south side of the main road at Kensi Gore, adjoining the 
Gardens of the Horticultural Society, and fronting the National 
Albert Memorial, which is — erected in the south-west corner of 
Hyde Park, near the Coalbrookdale Gate of Kensington Gardens. 
An Illustration of the outside of the Hall, as designed by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Scott, R.E., of the staff of the Committee of Council, De- 

ment of Science and Art, was engraved in our last week's Paper. 

e now give a View of the proposed interior; but the description 
of this may properly be deferred till we have reported the proceed- 
ings of =" The 7 on our front page shows the 
arrival of her Majesty at the entrance to the temporary wodden 
building over the site of the hall, in which the ceremony of laying 
the first stone was to take place ; and the larger Engraving, which 
occupies two pages of our Supplement, is a general representation 
of the scene at the time this ceremony was performed. 

The wooden building for the accommodation of the assembly on 
this occasion was equal in size to the intended hall, and occupied 
— the same space of ground. It was built in three large 

ys, each division being supported by light wooden columns and 
cross framing pieces. roof was entirely of canvas, stretched 
so tightly as to resemble a flat ceiling. Round the wooden columns 
large clusters of flags were grouped at the summits, and draperies 
composed of banners hung over the sides of the building. In this 
place seats for nearly 7000 visitors were ranged in a sort of oval 
amphitheatre, rising tier above tier, and inclined paths led down the 
centre, to give free access to the various ranges of seats. At the 
upper end of the amphitheatre the velvet and gold canopy and 
throne used at the opening of the Exhibition of 1862 been 
erected, and all ben and around this was richly ted. On 
the left of this were the Bp arranged for the mem of the 
Royal family and household, and on a lower dais, similarly fitted up, 
were the inclosures allotted to Ambassadors and members of her 
Majesty’s Ministry. Between these, at the corners, erres of 
flowers had been made among the seats. The space in front of the 
lower dais was allotted to the Lord Mayor and Corporation of 
London, and the municipal dignitaries of other great towns, 

The visitors began to come in as early as f-past nine. B 
eleven o'clock most of the seats were occupied oy adies, in their 
bright spring dresses of green, white, and blue ; the forei inister 
with their stars, crosses, and other decorations; the Mayors an 
Aldermen, in their robes, added more splendour te the scene. The 
Eari of Derby, in the Windsor uniform, with the Countess of Derby 
Lord Stanley, Mr. Disraeli, and the other Ministers, were greeted 
with much applause, Among those present, the chief persons 
wearing state uniforms and the stars and ribbons of their orders, were

In our Number of last week we gave some particulars as to the 
exterior design and general disposition of the plan ef the Hall of 
Arts and Sciences. We present to our readers this week a perspec- 
tive of the interior of the hall, taken from the erchestra end at the 
level of the principal tier of boxes. This ition has been chosen 
as embracing, as far as i ible in our View, the internal aspect 
and arrangement of the edifice. The centre of the building is uc- 
cupied by a spacious arena, 102 ft, by 68 ft., capable of accomodatin 
1000 people. As the floor of this arena is flat throughout, a splendid 
place is provided for flower shows, scientific gatherings, and conver- 
saziones. This arena is surrounded by a ring of seats, 80 ft. in 
width, called the amphitheatre, providing ample room for 1382 
chairs or stalls, The southern extremity of the hall is occupied by a 
spacious orchestra, with places for 1000 performers, the seats of 
which are so arranged that the lower rows for instrumentalists take 
up the same lines as the amphitheatre seats, Thus, when the 
hall is not in use for musical parposes, by removing the inclosing 
rails of the orchestra a perfect amphitheatrical form is obtained. 
Provision is made in the orchestra for an organ on the most gigantic 
scale—namely, 60ft. wide and 70ft. high, Mr. Willis, tue cele-

The report referred in congratulatory terms to the operations of 
the society at its various ti in the polis, and stated that the penny 
savings banks, Band of Hope meetings, and temperance meetings, which were 
added to the ord! work of the society, had been attended with the most 
successful results. utions laudatory of the operations of the society 
amongst the poor and outcast of the polis, and ding it to 
ublic support, were re and spoken to by Judge Payne, the Rev. H. 
nden, the Rev. J. P. Waldo, and others. It app d by financial 
statement that the recei for the year had been £477, and that the dis- 
bursements amounted to £415. 


The thirty-fourth annual meeting of the British and Foreign 
Sailors’ Society, was held, on the 14th inst., in the Sailors’ Home, Shadwell. 
Lord H. Cholmondeley presided. The report stated that during the pas: year 
the operations of the society had been sustained and even , and that 
considerable success had attended the various departments of labour. The 
amount of work effected by the missionaries of the society at twenty-four 
home stations, and those in foreign parts, were stated as follow :—Visits to 
ships in port, 37,236 ; visits to seamen 's lodging-honses, 2238 ; visits to Sailors’ 
Home and shipping-offices, 976 ; visits to sick seamen, 1526; visits to the 
families of seamen, 10,339 ; services on board ship, 1182; seamen attending 
them, 15,116; emigrants attending, 3211; services on shore, 4357 ; seamen 
attending them, 204,319; bibles sold, 1469; testaments sold, 2263; foreign 
gospels given, 11,127; religious tracts and other publications given, 225,033 ; 
ship libraries lent, free of charge, 122. Besides this direct missionary work, 
the society was enabled to confer immense benefits, in many ways, by means 
of the Sailors’ Institute at Shadwell, London. This building had been open 
eleven years, and every year had witnessed its growing urefulness. Several 
resoluticns were proposed in furtherance of the objects of the society. 


The annual meeting of the Royal Naval Scripture Readers’ 
Society was held, on the 15th inst., at Willis’s Rooms—Sir John Pakington 
occupying the chair, The society, which is gratuitously cond d, was 
inaugurated in 1860 to promote the religious welfare of the rank and file of 
the Navy. Chaplains (says the report) who are attached to the larger ships 
of war and divisions of the Royal Marines have experienced great assistance 
from the Scripture readers provided by the society, whilst for the smaller 
vessels of war the society affords the only means of systematic instruction 
within the reach of their crews. The strong claims of the society to public 
support were warmly advocated by the right hon. chairman, Mr. Corry, 
Admiral Sir Fred. Grey, Admiral Sir John Hay, and other gentlemen ; and at 
the close of the proceedings a liberal subscription was made towards its funds. 

The annual meeting of the Baptist Union, consisting of 

inisters av b of churches throughout Great Britain, was 
held, on the 16th inst., in John-etreet Chapel, Bedford-row. The chairman 
of the union (the Hon. and Rev. B. W. Noel) having delivered an address 
upon sacerdotalism in the Church of England, the secretary presented the 
report, which took a brief survey of the present condition of the entire 
denomination. That condition it pronounced to be one of steadily-increasing 
prosperity. Thirty-nine new chapels had been opened, at a cost of £58,265, 
supplying accommodation for 24,230 worshippers ; while twenty-nine chapels 
had been enlarged or improved by the addition of schvol-rooms, at an expense 
of £17,068, making a total outlay under this head of at least £75,333. In 
addition to this the income of the college had been £14,646 ; their missionary 
societies, home and foreign, about £40,000; their building funds, £6151 ; 
their ministers’ provident and benevolent societies, £2000 ; their tract society 
and educational board at least another £1000: making a free contribution to 
the cause of Christ of about £140,000 on the part of the Baptist denomina- 
tion during the year, exclusive of the support of its ministry. The report 
having been moved by the Rev. Mr. Bailhache and seconded by the Rev. James 
Spurgeon, was carried unanimously. 

The annual meeting of the Baptist Missionary Society was 
held, on the same day, in Exeter Hall. Mr. J. Candlish, M.P., presided. It 
appeared from the report that the society began the year with a debt of 
£2408; the deficiency of the present year amounted to £2688: making 
a debt ef £509.

“ BECAUSE thou art virtuous,” General Neal Dow, “ shall there be no 
more cakes and ale?” As an elegant author wrote, Echo answers in 
the affirmative—that is to say, the echo of Guildhall. But Gog has 
not been found on his face, nor has Magog burst asunder at the bid- 
ding of the American prophet. We shall not have a Maine liquor 
law. The meeting which General Dow addressed very eloquently, 
and, from his point of view, very ably, was horrified to hear that in 
these islands we pay eighty-eight millions a year for intoxicatin 
liquors, and of this sixty millions are paid by the working class. 
am not horrified. “The tears are in an onion that should water 
that ‘liquor.’” Many persons, and chiefly the working classes, 
drink a great deal more than is necessary, and I could wish that 
drunkenness were much more severely punished than it is. It 
should be held a crime in itself, and when it is coupled with another 
crime two penalties should also be coupled. But I, ee one, cannot do 
without the liquors which are called intoxicating, but which 
may as — be called tissue-making. They are necessaries of 
life tome, In the next place, I do not wish todo without them, 
They are very pleasant to the taste, they promote harmless cheer- 
fulness, and they are the oil of the social machine. Therefore, 
because they are n and agreeable, I refuse to abandon them, 
And I will assent to impose on others no law which I will not 
submit to. That is my answer to the excellent General. Those 
figures of his—I have not verified them, but I dare say he is right— 
have no terror forme. If a small proportion of that expenditure 
represents stupefaction, brutality, and the polic:-van, the enor- 
mously larger proportion represents healthy food and social happi- 
ness. Punish the drunkard, and let those who please bind them- 
selves by vow not to “touch, taste, or handle” any good thing of 
the table lest they should forget moderation ; but the most of us 
are not drunkards, and we can be cheered without being inebriated ; 
and, pace General Dow, we shall drink his good health when he returns 
to us, as he promises, seven years hence (and we shall be very glad 
to welcome an earnest man), and we shall do it as openly as now, 
and without sneaking into back shops and asking for champagne 
by the title of peppermint-water.

“ Die lustigen Weiber von Windsor,” in 
the title of “ Falstaff,’ was performed at 
Her Majesty's Thea’ for the first time these two years, on 
Thursday last week, with considerable success ; its favourable recep- 
tion being due more to the gaiety of the subject than to the merit 
of the music (which, though light and le, is by no means 
remarkable), and to the excellence of the cast at this theatre.

reached. And so it was that his three Roman tragedies— 
“Coriolanus,” “Julius Cesar,” and “ Antony and Cleopatra ”’—b 
consistent birth. In these Shakspeare was to prove himself a states- 
man, a moralist, and a philosopher, as well as a poet. He purposed 
to show the origin and growth of aristocratic and imperial principle 
in nations and peoples, and the fatal issues to which the influence, 
if unrestricted in its operation, has always inevitably conducted. 
Shakspeare was in his forty-fifth year when the earliest of these 
great dramas proceeded from his pen. He selected for his 
instance a young aristocrat in a false position, presuming too 
much on the privil of his order, and, after sacrificing all 
atriotic feeling to his resentment, coming to an untimely end. 

e idea is still further developed in “ Julius Cesar,” where we find 
the individual establi his exclusive claims on the basis of his 
personal merit, but meeting with such opposition that his death is 
the penalty of his eminence. He dies, however, asa martyr; and 
the imperial principle succeeds, and embodies itself in inferior agents, 

Shakspeare had treated his theme so far in a familiar style ; but he 
had now arrived at a portion of it where the ornament he had pre- 
viously bestowed on the subject of “Troilus and Cressida” was 
expedient; and again, therefore, in the kindred ment of 
“ Antony and Cleopatra,” he became magniloquent and ultra-poetic.

The skilful dramatist, like an adroit conjarer, gives to 
every scene the appearance of a miracle. The whole is a series of 
mere symbols, each acting its part in a hieroglyph, depicted not only 
in a pictorial but a sacred Janguage. Of theloves of Antony and 
ae Shakspeare takes no — view ; and, adoptin 
Enobarbus as his chorus, expresses through him, though a man o 
rude nature, his poetical appreciation of their extravagant passion. 
By this means he sought to impress theatrical spectators with the 
true greatness of the theme ; and thus the character of Enobarbus 
naturally becomes the most popular in the drama, because he brings 
down the theme to the apprehension of the audience, and leads up 
the latter to a middle height, where they may the better con- 
ceive the poet’s intention. That intention the latter has 
expressed in a few words, in which he indicates the madness 
and the ruin which must befall those who “ would make their 
WILL lord of their reason.” In the antagonism thus implied lies 
the philosophy of the drama, and in the result the moral is ex- 
plained. Antony and Cleopatra are two mundane deities, as it 
were, who would make their lives the exponents of will, and will 
alone, lording it over all other faculties as inferior, and reversing 
their decisions in defiance of whatever conscience might object 
to the contrary. Both, howevér, are made to feel in the end that 
conscience is supreme, Cleopatra, by sending a falsehood to Antony, 
— — - despair and suicide ; -_ pe ag lp finds 
refu, erself in a noble remorse that can o: a by a 
self-inflicted death, d ated 

To comprehend an argument of this kind an audience requires to 
be differently educated than the habitués of the Princess's Theatre 
have recently been. Such a tragedy as this, gorgeous in diction and 
abstractedly lofty in its every thought, has little in common with the 
sensational pieces and the easy dialogue to which have been too 
much accustomed. We did not wonder, therefore, that they should 
exhibit a sort of puzzled surprise, not knowing when or whera to 
applaud the great actress in her singularly successful embodiment of 
the most difficult réle in the Shakspearean repertoire. Fortunately 
for them, Miss Glyn has had seventeen years wherein to study the 
part, and has thus arrived at a thorough comprehension of its every 
phase. Nota line, not a phrase, not an emphasis, escapes the acamen 
of this gifted actress. All, to the minatest point, is elaborated, 
painfully distinguished, voluptuously She loves every 
word of the dialogue she has to utter; and it is not her fault if the 
audience do not love it too. They have simply to rise to the 
greatness of the occasion; and they are not yet, we fear, able 
to do so. But the excellence of the we trust, 
will secure its stability; and we hope that it will do its work of 
education on the playgoing mind, now, unhappily, in much need of 
instruction, One fault, perhaps, belongs to Miss Glyn’s acting : it 
has too much motion. Cleopatra herself is restless, particularly 
where Antony is concerned ; but it would be weil, as a point of art, 
to find some place where an occasional repose could be introduced. 
Miss Glyn revels and riots in the rapture of the character and the 
situations ; but there are two or three opportunities for a more quiet 
style; and it would add to the general effect—and, indeed, 
variety of the action, if these were taken advantage of ; and there- 
fore we commend this particular remark to her attentive con- 
sideration. 

We congratulate the management on the scale with which the 
drama is mounted. Some capital scenery, by Mr. T. Grieve, has 
been transferred from the Manchester Theatre; and the costumes 
employed are brilliant and beautifal. Mr, F. Lioyds, also, has built 
up for us Pompey’s galley, and placed it in the m t and on

OBITUARY OF EMINENT PERSONS, 


THE DOWAGER COUNTESS OF CAMPERDOWN. 

The Right Hon. Janet, Dowager Countess of Camperdown, who died on the 
17th inst., at her town house, 1, Wilton-terrace, Belgrave-square, was 
daughter of Sir Hew Hamilton- Dalrymple, third Baronet, of N Berwick, 
Haddingtonshire, by his wife, Janet, danghter of William Duff, Esq., of 
Crombie. and was sister of Sir Hew Dalrymple. Hamilton, the fourth Baronet, 
and of Major-General Sir John Dalrymple-Hamilton, the fifth Baronet. Her 
Ladyship was born in 1783, and was married, Jan. 8, 1805, to Sir Robert 

K.T., second Viscount Duncan and first Earl of 
Camperdown (who died Dec. 22, 1859), elder son and successor of the illus- 
trious Admiral, Adam, first Viscount Duncan, the hero of Camperdown.
